WINNIPEG, May 1.—Winnipeg’s 

street cars are to continue to run, at 
least for the present, the men having 
been advised by the committee of the 
union to remain at work until called 
out.” A Scoble, business agent of the 
street railway men’s union, last night 
announced tha@the vote in favor of a 
strike was 900 for to 79 against. A 
telegram was received from the min- 
ister of labor at Ottawa last night an- 
nouncing that a board of arbitration 
had been established. 
_ By a practically unanimous vote the 
men employed in the building trades 
decided last night to go on strike to- 
day at 8 a.m. The offer of the em- 
ployers was rejected after a secret bal- 
lot by 1,199 to 74. 

The strike affects the following 
classes of employees: Bricklayers, 
carpenters, painters, hoisting engine- 
ers, sheet metal workers, structural 
iron workers, plumbers, steamfitters,

VANCOUVER April 30 —The views 
of employers as represented by ship 
builders, a glove manufacturer and 
a garment manufacturer, and 


president of his local union and the 
other speaking for ‘himself, were 
heard this afternoon at 
the Mathers industrial relations com- 
migsion, which will conclude its work 
in British Columbia tomorrow and 
then proceed to Calgary.

today but tomorrow’ declared John 
Brodie, head of the clerks and freight 
handlers union, who vigorously op- 
posed any suggestion of Bolshevism 
{in labor ranks in this province.’ The 
average working man only cries for 
justice. He wants to know why when 
the country could give its best men 
and vast amounts of money for de- 
struction, it cannot afford the money 
for reconstruction on a scale which 
would prevent unemployed, If the 
average workingman get» a square 
deal he’g a law abiding citizen.”

Intimations hava been recelved in 
Paris that overtures for resumption of 
the conference on the disputed ques- 
tion would receive every attention in 
Rome and would not be unacceptable, 
but it has been assérted in Paris that 
the prevailing sentiment among the 
delegates of France, Great Britain and 
the United States is opposed to re- 
questing the Italian delegates to re- 
turn. 

It has been added, however, that !f 
the Itallans should evince a disposi- 
tions to give up their claims to Fiume 
the president, in the interests of har- 
mony, doubtless could make suggest- 
fons which wotld permit of a continu- 
ation of the negotiations without the 
sacrifice of dignity by the Italians. 

Unwilling to Concede Fiume 

The members of the council are de- 
clared to be unwilling to concede 
Fiume to the Italians, even ff such a 
refusal should result in Italy finding 
herself not able to sign the peace 
treaty. Thomas Nelson Page, the 
United States ambassador to Italy, 
has conferred at length with Premier 
Orlando and Foreign Minister Sonnino 
and telegraphed a report to Paris out- 
lining the views of the Italians and

The 
carpenters tonight decided to ask for 
15,000 pamplets from estern Can- 
ada, dealing with the One Big Uniowt 
notwithstanding a threat of president 
Hutchison of the carpenters’ ‘union, 
to expel any members who discussed 
the One Big Union at a meeting.

KNIGHTHOOD IN 
CANADA MUST GO 
COMMITTEE DECIDES 
Cockshutt, Dr. Clarke and Sir

OTTAWA, April 30.—The discon- 
tinuance of the conferring of knight- 
hoods on Canadians residing in Can- 
ada was decided wpon by the special 
committee of the Commons dealing 
with titles at its sitting today. 

Mr. Cockshutt in an amendment 
moved that the committee 6hould find 
that while it did not favor the im- 
mediate discontinuance of titles more 
discretion should be excercised in the 

ranting of such honors by his maj- 
sty and his advisors in the future. 
The amendments was rejected on a 
vote of 20 to 8 and the McMaster 
motion declared carried,

NEW LOANS TO BE RAISED 


Brewers Are ‘to Be Given Per- 
mission to Increase Their 
Output 


LONDON, April 380.—A_ etatement 
on the government's budget was made 
to the House of Commons by Austen 
Chamberlain, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer. For this year the chancel- 
lor has to find £1,500,000,000 to meet 
which, on the present basis of taxa- 
tion, he can count on £936,000,000, in- 
cluding the outstanding excess pro- 
fits tax. Therefore, some new taxation 
ig necessary, and there has been much 
anxious speculation as to what form 
this would take. The expectation 
is that the chancellor will attempt 
to raise one million pounds by taxa- 
tion, and the remainder by loans, 

The duty on benzol wil} be with- 
drawn, the chancellor declared, in 
order to encourage production. The 
license duty on gasoline also will be 
withdrawn. The land tax and the 
gasoline tax will remain unchanged, 
pending a detailed review. 

The chancellor declared that the 
expansion of the floating debt could 
not be allowed to continue definitely. 
There has been no forced issue of 
currency notes, the inflation of cur- 
rency was a world wide phenomenon 
at the present time, he added. 

Continuing, Mr? Chamberlain said 
the first measure for inflated currency 
was to reduce expenditures; second, 
to pay expenditures as quickly as pos- 
sible out of revenues; and third, to 
borrow as much as possible from the 
| real investors and to fund ehort dated 
securities, 

Mr. Chamberlain estimated the exe 
penditures of a normal year at £766,- 
000 000 saying: “It is anticipated that 
the deficit from a normal year, there- 

{fore will be £114,000,000 and I pro- 
pose this year’s budget with such a 
deficit in view.’’ 

Of the amounte due the govern- 
ment, he continued, £171,000,000 were 
lowed by the Dominions, £484 000,000 
by France, £412,520,000 by Italy, 
£86,799,000 by Belgium and £18,645 - 
000 by Serbia and £47,916,000 by other 


allies. 

“There is also remaining,” the 
chancellor added, ‘The liability of 
India in respect of the five per cent. 
‘war loan amounting to about £380,- 
000000, but‘ when proper allowance 
is made for all these assets, the a 
mount and value of them, necessarily 
neertain the burden of debt.

Imperial Preference. 

The chancellor eaid he proposed 
to carry out the decisions of the Im 
perial War Cabinet and the conference 
on imperial preference, The reduc- 
tions from this would be substantial 
in amount with the rates few and 
simple. Preference on commodities 
to be consumed, except alcohol, would 
be a sixth of the duty, and on articles 
like clocks, watches and musical in- 
struments, it would be one third. This

Just before the house rose, H. A, 
MacKie, Edmonton East, rose to read 
@ telegram which he had_ received 
from Lieut, R. K. Reimer, dated from 
Winnipeg. The deputy speaker ruled 
that Mr. Mackie could not read the 
telegram, except as a matter of privi- 
lege, but D. D. McKenzie, leader of 
the opposition, suggested that he 
should do go by general consent. 

Mr. Mackie was proceeding to read 
the telegram but heard some one ob- 
ject. He thought it was Mr. Rich- 
ardson and said so, but the member 
for Springfield explained that he had 
no objections, 

A. L. Davidson, Annapolis, was the 
objector and Mr, Mackie therefore 
was unable to give the house the 
contents of the telegram. 

Mr. Mackie subsequently gave the 
Cahadian Press the telegram which 
was as follows: “The Ukrainians are 
the only solid backbone behind Union 
government in Canada. Charges 
against Bishop Budka same as in 
Conspirdcy to get him out of 
Canada by a bunch of scoundrels, 
You know what 1 have accomplished 
for the British flag amongst Ukraini- 
ans in Canada and you may tell the 
government that they can rely upon 
Ukrainian element notwithstanding 
what an organized camarilla may in- 
vent. Ukrainians all over Canada are 
calm and supporting the measures 
of the Union government for récon- 
struction, Not Mr. Ross nor any 
other prevaricator can shake their 
confidence in Dominion government. 
Tell straight tothe house that Ross 
is lying."’

had taken credit for this, 

Therefore, he could not see consis- 
tence in this policy which was direct- 
ed-to relieving the present population 
and Increasing the population at. the 
same time, He thought the govern- 
ment should be very careful how it 
handled the immigration question, 
and he agreed with the general tenor 
of the remarks of Mr. Jacobs yester- 
day. Race hate must be forgotten, 
or this war would have been fought 
in vain, 

If Canada had been losing men, Dr, 
Clark went on, it was necessary in 
the best interests of the Dominion to 
see what was wrong with our methods 
of taxation and our trade policy. That 
he thought, would be a more fruitful 
line of government activity If Cana- 
da were governed properly, she would 
not need to go over the world to give 
inducements to the people to live in 
the Dominion. 

The overwhelming and primary 
duty of the government should have 
been to devote its attention to the 
problems connected with the returned 
soldier, insofar as immigration was 
concerned, Dr. Clark favored closing 
the borders of Canada for, say, three 
years, except to carefully selected cit!- 
zens of allied countries, 


Supports Mennonites 

James M. Douglas, Strathcona, 
spoke in support of the Mennonites, 
Those with whom he was familiar, 
those of North Alberta, lived similar 
to Canadians, He thought Mennon- 
{tes ought not all to be classed as 
undesirable citizens, but some of them 
proved unsatisfactory. He said immi- 
grants should be required, after three 
years’ residence in the country, to 


jsignify their intention of becoming 


Canadian citizens, and that they ask 
to take out naturalization papers 
after five years’ residence. If they 
failed to do this they should be de- 
ported as undesirable. 
H, A, Mackie Speaks. 

’ (H, A, [Macki@#, Edmonton, East, 
speaking at the evening session, re- 
ferred to Mr. Richardson as having 
sought cheap notoriety. 

The chairman requested Mr. Mac- 
xie to withdraw the words. 

Mr. Mackie: “Jf the expression is 
not parliamentary, I will withdraw 
it, but I still believe it is true.” 

As an iilustration of the way in 
which foreign populations had been 
treated, Mr. Mackie said there was 
a polittcian in the employ of the 
Manitoba government who had a 
room in the labor hall. When people 
came to him, he would give them an 
exemygftion card from deportation, 
eaying “Norris ‘government is, pre- 
venting you from being deported.” 

Mr. Mackie declared that he knew 
of a member of the local legislature in 
Alberta, ‘who organized three groups, 
with three different war cries. In one 
case the cry was “Long live the Brit- 
ish empire.” In the second it was 
“Long lve Quebec,” and in the third 
it was “Ruesia forever.” 

Mr. Mackie further cited a petition 
he had presented to Sir Robert Bor- 
den, asking that the War Times Ele- 
ction Act be rescinded, to erable 
Ruthenians to render non-combatant 
military eervice in Canada. |

PARIS, April 80.—If the program 
of French labor is carried out vir- 
tually every phase of normal activity 
will cease tomorrow and Paris and 
much of France will revert to the 
elemental methods of living. 

No food will be served in the hotels, 
and restaurants and cafes will be clos- | 
ed, and the subways, tramways and 
taxicabs. will cease operations. Drug 
stores will niot even fill urgent pre- 
scriptions. 

The theatres, music halls and other 
places of amusement will not be open, 
either in the afternoon or evening, and 
no newspapers will be published. 
Every class of labor will take a holi- 
day. 

“The reasone for the calling of the 
general etrike for the day were pla- 
carded today by the general labor 
federation as follows: May 1, 1919, I 
strike to demand; first, the eight hour | 
day; second, total amnesty; third, 
rapid demobilization, and fourth, a 
just peace and disarament, 1 strike | 
to protest against, first, intervention | 
in Ruseia; second, income taxes on 
wagons; third, martial law, and 
fourth, the censorship.”

“The people of the west want a big 
program and that is just why the 
present Forward Movement of the 
church is getting such support," sald 
Rey. J. Macartney Wilson of Calgary, 
in an address at the Synod meeting 
in Robertson church Wednesday 
evening. Anything that Is Christian 
and not at the same time denomina- 
tional gets the support of the peopie 
generally,” said he, “but anything 
that savors of this or that particular 
sect gets the go by,” but in saying 
that he did not wish to be understood 
to have an ulterior motive in saying 
jit. Itis because all the churches are 
| behind the present forward mission- 
ary movement that it is meeting with 
{such unanimous support. To work 
more, to pay more, and to give more, 
is the forward movement of °* the 
church in brief. But in all the prob- 
lems confronting the work of the 
ehurch, Mr. Wilson reminded his 
hearers that there was no way out of 
or through them unless the church 
walked hand in hand with the King 
and Head of the church. 

Foreign Missionary Work 

In speaking of the foreign mission- 
ary work of the church, Mr. Wilson 
scored the mi.n who, representing 
himself to be a G.W.V. had objected 
to the church sending money out of 
;|Canada for mission work, contending 
that the nation's money should be 
spent at home for the comfort and 
convenience of those living here. He 
pointed out that the blood of Cana- 
da's sons had been poured out with- 
out stint for others and that that was 
the principle and policy the church 
must still pursue. He would also ask 
“G.W,V." to avail himself of the gov- 
ernment’s scheme of finances for the 
betterment of his condition. 

The value of Christ to the individu- 
al soul, after all, said Mr, Wilson,

movement,

Outlines Women's Work 

Mre. J. Rowe of Calgary, addressed 
briefly the synod on the program of 
the Women's Missionary Society, In

during the past year. 
Afternoon Session 

“Sabbath schools are reaching a 
comparatively small proportion of 
our population, only one in every ten 
in Alberta goes to Sunday school; 
the other nine are unfortunately 
splendid soil for the growth of the 
non-moral, unmoral, non-religfous 
irreligious—in a word, of the modern 
present-day I.W.W., Bolshevist and 
Anarchist tendencies,” said Dr. A. O. 
MacRae, the new. moderator of synod, 
in his splendid address on the Sunday 
school and religious eucation ques- 
tion of ‘the children of Alberta in the 
public schools of the province. 

The reason for irreligious tendency, 
he said, was that the child is born 


unmoral and is unmathematical; yet | 


five days a week are devoted to the 
teaching of mathematics, and one 
hour a week to the teacfing of re- 
ligion and morals. He urged, there- 
fore, that In the public schools more 
attention should be given to the train- 
ing of the child in morals and re- 
ligion. 

He pointed out that France and the 
U.S.A. alone of the Christian nations 
had failed to give religion an author- 
ized place in the public echools. In 
1901 France closed the doors of all 
churches, and in seven years crim- 
inality had increased 60 per cent. 
past 
years has been inereasing and a 
jarger number than ever#were going 
forward to secondary and higher 
education, but the great fault with 
the system was that it did not appeal 
to the spiritual side of 
nature; it has no refermatory force, 
it makes him no happier and no bet- 
ter, 

Dr. MacRae pointed out the need 
of religious instruction, dwelling at 
some length upon the deplorable 
ignorance of the youth fn the: prov- 
ince regarding Biblical truth, who 
have never heard the name of Jesus 
except in oath and who have not been 
taught even the Lord's Prayer. 

Committee Chosen 

Arising out of the address of Dr, 
MacRae, a suggested program of re- 
ligious instructions in the schovis was 
drawn up and a committee of synod 
appointed to confer with eimilar 
committees from other denomina- 
tions, when, if this program met with 
approval, the matter would be 
brought to the attention of the legis- 
lature. 

These were the recommendations: 

(1) That every school shall be 
‘opened with a recital of the Lord's 
Prayer. 

(2) That a copy of the Ten Com- 
mandments, Christ's summary of the 
law and the Lord's Prayer be hung 
in every schoolroom in the province. 

(3) That the teaching of ethics 
and morals shall be assigned a defi- 
nite place in the echool, 

(4) That a graded syllabus of les- 
sons from selections of Holy Scrip- 
ture, which shall be agreed 
among the churehes, shali 
at the opening of tho schoo! 

(6) That a committee of this synod

SEVEN SUICIDES 
IN THE PROVINCE 
IN PAST MONTH 


The provinolal police headquarters 


in the city have had the fact brought 
very strongly home recently that more 
suicides have been committed in the 
province dufing the last month or 80 
that at any similar period during 
many years. The act being mainly 
committed by foreigners, and the fav- 
orite method of ending life has been 
hanging. 

On March 26 a Chinaman suicided 
by hanging himself at Strathmore. 
Cause despondency due to death of 
wife in China. é 

On March 36 a Norwegian in the 
vacinity of Nordegg hanged himself 
to bridge, after a period of despond- 
dency. 

On March 81 an Austrian of Smoky 
Lake hanged himself inside his own 
house. Despondency said to be the 
cause, 

On April 15 a man presumed to be 
an American, shot himself at Burd- 
ette, Alberta. 

On April 16 near Irvine a young 
man of German extraction killed him- 
self by fastening a shotgun to the fly- 
wheel of a threshing machine then 
touching of? the trigger with a nail 
affixed tos etick of wood. 

On April 19th a man was found 
dead at Carolina, who had shot him- 
self with intent to suicide. 

During the present month also an 
Austrian at Bellevue hanged himself 
with couple of handkerchiefs and a 
pair of suspenders, which evidently 
broke when the deed was done and 
the man was found in a sitting 
posture on the ground, A warrant was 
out for his arrest and it js presumed 
that a desire to avold capture led to 
suicide when the police got on the 
trail, 


NEW BUILDING.

CLAIMS TO BE 


FOUND GUILTY 


Malvin McDonald Remanded for]. 


Sentence by Judge 
Taylor 


Malvin McDonald, who cmims as 
a profession, to be a medical man, was 
found guilty by Judge Taylor of theft 
and was remanded for sentence until 
Friday, MoDonald pleaded not guilty. 

The accused was arrested on April 
9th, by Detective Lane, of the city 
police force, and was charged with 
theft, uttering forged documents, and 
illegally selling liquor. The charge 
of uttering forged documents was 
droppped as the crown produced no 
evidence, but he wae assessed the sum 
of $140 on the Mquor charge. He was 
committed for trial on the theft charge 
which resulted in his appearance be- 
fore Judge Taylor. 

Aman named Christenson, gave Mc- 
Donald the sum of $100 to purchase 
some medicine for him, but the alleg- 
ed physician returned neither the 
money or the medicine. 

Fingers prints have played an im- 
portant part in the case and it has 
been found that McDonald is the Aub- 
rey Curtis, who in October, 1913, was 
arrested in Montreal on a charge of 
highway robbery. Owing to the fact 
that Detective Chief Carpentier and 
Lais.ie who he ‘s alleged to have rob- 
bed of $150 were not able to be preseng 
at the preliminary hearing, the charge 
was dropped. 

McDonald claims to have come from 
New York, and also is found to ¢o 
under the name of Tommy Edwards.

Morris L. Brown Was Speaker at 
Associate Board of Trade 
Meeting Last Night 


A large and well attended meeting 
of the associate section of the Ed-

So successful was he that to- 
day he owns and operates a wonderful 
plant and in New York and the sur- 
rounding country, the O, J. gage Co., 
owng and operates practically all huge 
electrical diesplays on New York's 
great White Way. 

“Soma idea of the size and lamps 
used in such displays can be imagined 
when I tell you that Edmonton's Chi- 
nook beer sign on the roof of the 
hotel Selkirk which {is emall in com- 
parison weight 7 tong and holds 1,700 
lamps.

them nothing for his time and trouble. 
Their additional earnings proved to

THREE YEAR 
SENTENCE FOR 
NELSON DILLON 


Found Guilty of Serious Charge 
—Is Found to Have Long

Three years at hard labor in the

IN THE CITY POLICE COURT 

Actions brought by the Provincial 
police against what was once the Cal- 
der drug store was heard in the City 
Police court Wednesday before Mag- 
istrate Primrose. The first case 
against L. S. Smart, charged with 
conducting a drug store in contraven- 
tion of the Provincial act when not a 
registered pharmacist was dismissed, it 
being established by Mr. Smart that 
the Calder store had been purchased 
last January by himself and J. L. 
Nickerson, the latter a registered drug- 
gist down town, to whom all pre- 
scriptions were being sent for filling. 

W. Bridge, from whom Smart and 
Nickerson purchased the business, 
was also prosecuted under the Prov- 
incial act, he not being a registered 
druggist. It was shown, however, 
that he conducted a post office and 
confectionery and stationery store, be- 
sides handling patent medicines, and, 
| never advertised himself as a reg-' 
istered druggist or his place of bus- 
iness as a drug store, Dr. Cameron, 
of Calder, said that certain medicines 
and drugs kept by Bridge were taken 
over from the Hunt stock and were not 
retailed, The doctor said he some-| 
times put up his own prescriptions 
and that when this was impossible, Mr. | 
Bridge sent the preseriptions down 
| town, Magistrate Primrose reserved | 
his decision in the matter until Sat- | 
urday. 


Isidore Gogek, charged with theft, 
came up for sentence and received a| 
fine of $40 and costs, or an alternative 
of 90 days’ imprisonment.

HUNDREDS OF DEAD FISH 
FLOATING ON COOKING LAKE 


That hundreds of dead fish are to 
be found floating on the surface of the 
bays at Cooking Lake, one of Edmon- 
ton’s most popular summer resorts, is 
the report of recent visitors to that 
locality. 

The fish are mostly of the sucker 
and ling species and are up to two 
pounds in weight. 

The ice on fhe lake, it is said, broke 
up rapidly under a strong wind, and 
it is thought that the ice was of a 
peculiar formation in that it crumbled 
almost to pieces, There have ‘been 
many theories advanced as to how 


me to be caught in the ice. 
at as the lake is very shal- 
low in parts, the ice reached to the 
bottom, suffocating the fish, which 
upon the sudden breaking up came to 
the surface. 

K. A. McLeod of this city, who saw 
the phenomenon at Cooking Lake, 
states that he witnessed a similar oc- 
currence at Beaver Lake some years 
ago when myriads of fish floated in 
to the shores.

Becomes Live Stock Commissioner 


Announcement has just been made 
of the appointment of 8. G. Carlyle, 
formerly superintendent of Demon- 
stration farms in the province, to be 
Live Stock Commissioner in place of 
W. F. Stevens, who is going to Grande 
Prairie to represent the government 
in the North. 

(Mr, Carlyle who has been the Sup- 
erintendent of Demonstration Fanms 


for a number of years, and 
who ts known thnough the  pro- 
vince as a first class farmer, and as a | 


breeder of live stock, also recognized 
as one of the best all-around judges 
of all kinds of live stock that there 
perhaps is in western Canada, and who 
will undertake a number of lines of 
important work for live stock im- 
provement in Alberta, particularly 
with respect to pure bred live stock. 
Will Go to the North, 

Mr. Stevens, who has been well and 
favorably known as live stock com- 
missioner for the province, will re- 
present the department of agriculture 
in the northern part of the province 
with headquarters at Grande Prairie. 
Mr. Stevens’ knowledge and experi- 
ence especially fit him for directing 
pioneer farming !n all its lines of en- 
deavor and has been selected for this 
post because of his knowledge and 
information with respect to farming 
operations and the opening up of a 
new country and because of his spec- 
jal ability to impart this information 
at public meetings of farmers. He 
will leave for Grande Prairie shortly 
after the Ist of May, where he will 
open an office on behaif of the de- 
partment and organize his work, Dur- 
ing the winter months it is intended 
that Mr, Stevens will deliver a series 
of lectures and demenstrations at the 
schools of agriculture on the cutting 
and curing of meats, in which line of 
work he is an expert. 

Control of Demonstration Farms. 

Hon. Duncan Marshall announces 
that the control of the demonstration 
farms will, on May 1, be transferred 
to the schools of agriculture and In 
future the two institutions will be 
under the same mangement. This 
change was forecast by the minister 
during the last session and Involves a 
number of changes right through the 
departments. 
control of the farms to the agricul- 
tural schools, A. E. Meyer, L.L.B., su- 
perintendent of the schools of agri- 
culture, will be in charge of the whole 
program in that department. Mr. 
Meyer combines the advantage of ed- 
ucation with successful farm and live 
stock experience, and now that the 
three other schools are to be erected 
this summer the duties of this office 
will be greatly increased. Donald 
Douglas, late manager of the Olds 
demonstration farm, will be employed 
to assist Mr. Meyer in the direction of 
the farm work,

Stock Exchange. 
Matters Discussed, 


Among the matters discussed with 
the railways, states Mr. Stevens, were 
the installation of telephones on rail- | 
way stations, better accommodation 
for attendants on live stock in transit, 
improved facilities for receiving and 
loading stock, increased speed of stock 
trains, substituting box fur stock 
cars, the valuation of live stock, labil- 
ity of the railways for injuries sus- 
tained by attendants’ and the refund- 
ing of overcharges.

would not agree to install telephones 
in their stations, but promised to enter 
into negotiations with the provincial 
governments and ask them to place 
telephone pay stations in railway tic- 
ket offices. The stockmen asked that 
a compartment be added to each ca-;

dants on live stock, They suggested ' 
that this be made: sufficiently large | 
to permit of the installation of a double | 
seat on either side of the centre pas- 
sage and so constructed that these 
seats could be transformed into upper 
and lower berths, such as are found 
in colonist cars. 

The railway men declined to make 
any definite promise on this point. 
They admitted however that condi- 
tions were fast becoming Intolerable 
and that the matter would be taken | 
up by them, with a view of removing | 
the difficulties. 


Will Improve Facilities. | 


The statement was made by the rail- 
way officials that an extensive pro- 


gram of stockyard improvements was, A 


now being arranged, that drainage, 
shelter sheds, feeding racks, and un- 
loading chutes for hogs would be pro- 
vided, and that wherever water could 
be obtained at a reasonable depth a 
well would be dug, and a substantial 
pump Installed, 

There was a_ sharp difference of 
opinion between the stockmen and the 
railway officials regarding the basis of 
| SRE RES charges in cases where box 
cars were substituted for stock cars 
for the shipment of live stock. The 
stockmen insisted that charges should | 
be computed on actual off car weights, 
subject to a 20,000 pounds minimum; 
to this the railway men _ refused to 
agree, but offered to raise their pres- 
ent basis as follows: 

Beef cattle from 17 head to 28 head 
per car; mixed cattle from 22 head to 
26 head per car; yearlings to be left 
at 35 head per car. 

It was agreed that in case of loss of 
live stock in transit, compensation 
should be made according to actual 
value, but on the question of the 
HNability of the railways for Injuries 
sustained by the attendant on live 
stock, when the same was due to the 
neglect or carelessness of the railway 
employees, or officials, no arrangement 
could be arrived at, and it was finally 
agreed that the matter would have to 
be left with the railway commission- 
ers.

The threat of a police, fire de- 
partment, street railway and 
building trades strike in Winnipeg 
is serious enough in itself, but is 
even more serious in the evidence 
it affords that the sense of crime 
and social responsibility has large- 
ly given way to the idea that 
power held should be power used 
for the direct and special benefit 
of whoever holds it. Unless there 
is a recognition of the principle of 
individual responsibility for the 
welfare and safety of organized 
society, the organization of society 
cannot continue and civilization 
ceases to exist. L 

Civilization is built on the. prin- 
ciple of the division of labor. 
Division of labor carries with it 
inequality in the measure of ser- 
vice rendered, and therefore in- 
equality is the reward of service. 
There is no possible equality of 
service under the system of a 
division of labor. Therefore there 
cannot be equality of conditions 
or of reward of service. 

Civilization as it is, is the re- 
sult-of the efforts of untold gen- 
erations of men and women. It 
is not the work of the people of 
today. They did not make it. But 
they may destroy it. A cathedral 
that took a century to build may 
be burned down in a few hours. 
It is always hard to climb up. It 
ig always easy to fall down. For- 
mer civilizations as great as this, 
have been swept away in waves 
of savagery. : 

As matters stand, there are in- 
equalities in the burdens borne 
and in the rewards: received for 
services rendered or work done. 
It is the duty of every one to aid 
in securing as fair an equalization 
of burden and reward as is human- 
ly possible. The frequent and far- 
reaching changes of world condi- 
tions may make what was fair 
yesterday unfair today. There 
must be continual readjustment. 
That every readjustment shall be 
with a view to the best interests of 
all is the best that can be done in 
this world of many limitations. 

In heaven it may be different 
and better, but for the present we 
have to deal with conditions as 
they are on earth. We did not 
make our own limitations or fix 
those by which we are surrounded. 
We can only do our best to better 
conditions as we find them. When 
we undertake to make over world 
conditions fer our own special and 
sole benefit, the contract is too 
large to be successfully handled, 
Bolshevism can destroy. It cannot 
create, 


Mixing Business and Politics 

A Calgary dispatch says that 
the United Farmers of Alberta 
and the Non-Partizan League have 
joined forces for political action.

The Publisher at His Peril 

The censorship has been with- 
drawn, but the rigid rules, regula- 
tions, orders in council and 
statutes imposing penalties for 
the publication of matter consid- 
ered objectionable by the Govern- 
ment still remain. By the cen- 
sorship the Government admitted 
some measure of responsibility for 
the direction of those engaged in 
the publication. With the censor- 
ship withdrawn the publisher has 
no guide as what he should or 
should not publish, while still sub- 
ject to the same penalties as before 
for running counter to the inter-

ests or whims of the Government. 
How interesting the situation is 
may be gathered from the fact 
that at one time The Bulletin was 
notified that ‘‘damaging criticism

BolshevismIn England 

That there is a strong Bolshevist 
element, in the present British 
Labor unrest, is evidenced by the 
recent demand of a great trades 
council, not only that British 
troops be withdrawn from Russia, 


but that Britain ‘‘take the neces- | 


sary steps’’ to induce the Allied 
Powers to do likewise. That is, 
not only must the power that has 
declared war on the world as de- 
finitely as did Germany be left 
alone to work its will so far as 
Britain is concerned, but Britain 
must break with her Allies unless 
they do the same. This is simply 
a demand that Briiain surrender 
to Bolshevism at home as well as 
letting it have full scope abroad. 
Is this what the sacrifices of the 
past four and a half years have 
been made for? 


On the Toboggan. 

Premier Lloyd George has added 
to his record a fourth successive 
victory for the Asquith Liberals 
at bye-elections held since the 
General Election in December. 
Aberdeen-Kincardine has elected 
a Liberal by 200 over a Unionist 
with three candidates in the field. 
The vote was: 

Wood (Liberal)............4,970 
Davidson (Union) .........4,764 
Duncan (Labor) ...........3,842 

As both Liberal and Labor can- 
didates were opposed to the Gov- 
ernment, the vote shows nearly 
two to one against the Government 
of broken pledges. 

The bye-elections going against 
the Government are Liverpool, 
West Leyton, Hull and Aberdeen. 
Oxford University is the one 
Unionist victory; and even there 
the Government majority was 
slightly decreased. Apparently 
the British people will stand to be 
fooled just once. Unfortunately, 
this time they have awakened too 
late to save the situation.

| Railway Monopoly 


Recently in the House of Com- 


mons Hon. Arthur Meighan de- 
clined to state the railway policy 
of the government. He did not 
need to. It is the policy of monop- 
oly of transportation. The policy 
that cursed the North-West under 
the Tory governments before 1896, 
It is the policy to which Toryism 
naturally reverts when in control. 
It is the railway, policy of the so- 
calied Union government as shown 
by their actions. The latest Ottawa 
dispatch states that in the railway 
committee of the House of Com- 
mons the minister of railways, 
during the discussion on an appli- 
cation by the C.P.R. for a certain 
branch line charter in Saskatche- 
wan, stated that he, the minister, 
had discussed with the president 
of the C.P.R, ‘‘the advisability of 
the C.P.R. not entering territory 
which could be better served by 
the government lines.’’ That is to 
say the policy of the government 
is not only to refuse charters to 
compete with lines already con- 
structed, but to refuse to the 
C.P.R. the right to build in any 
part of the country through which 
the government might wish to 
build in the future. 

This is in effect a declaration of 
war on the C.P.R. Not a war of 
competition in cost or efficiency of 
service, but a war in which the 
power of the government is to be 
used to prevent service being 
given, On the face, it is war on the 
C.P.R.—in fact it is war on the 
people of the West. The assurance 
of railway service under competi- 
tive conditions was what built up 
the West. The re-establishment of 
railway monopoly, enforced by the 
governmental prevention of com- 
petitive railway construction will 
go far to bring back the conditions 
prevailing before 1896. Railway 
transportation, its availability, its 
efficiency, and its cost, is at the 
very foundation of successful pro- 
duction in all inland countries, 
and in the Canadian North-West 
more than in any other. Railway 
monopoly means stagnation and a 
government railway monopoly is 
not less a monoply because it has 
the resources of the country and 


the authority of parliament to en- 
force it.

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| Calder Runs True to Form. | 


The discussion in parliament ou 
the Hutterite immigration to the 
Canadian West discloses the min- 
ister of immigration of the Union 
government in a most unfavorable 
light. 
ostensibly increases restrictions on 
immigration while he is actually 
admitting immigrants who are 
widely recognized as undesirable. 
He offers as an excuse that the law 
as it stands did not prevent their 
coming. To this Mr. Tweedie of 
Calgary made the obvious reply 
that the War Measures Act (which 
had been found to give sufficient 
authority to enable the suspension 
of the order of the ‘Alberta Sn- 
preme court) was adequate to 
keep out the Hutterites. But it was 
not necessary even to invoke the 
authority of the War Measures 
Act. The Hutterites came to Can- 
ada in response to efforts made by 
the officers of Hon, Mr. Calder’s 
department to bring them. They 
came and only came because pro- 
mises of special and exceptional 
treatment were made them. Had 
the promises not been made they 
would not have come. These prom- 
ises were made with Hon. Mr. 
Calder’s knowledge and consent. 
They have never been repudiated 
by him. The people are still com- 
ing. What faith can be put in the 
promises or the administration of 
a minister who while proclaiming 
one policy administers his depart- 
ment according to another. 

Hon. Mr. Calder is reported as 
complaining of the immigration 
policy of Canada that we had done 
nothing for the immigrants we 
had invited. He said: ‘‘Our policy 
‘in that respect has been simply 
‘*tragic. We have done nothing to 
‘familiarize them with our laws. 
“We have had no policy to Cana- 
‘‘dianize them.’’ How terrible! 
And where was Friend Calder dur- 
ing the progress of this tragedy? 
During a large part of the time he 
was a member of the government 
of Saskatchewan, owing his own 
election to the legislature, and— 
so his present colleagues say—the 
return of his government, to the 
votes of these people whom he had 
not tried to familiarize with our 
laws or to Canadianize.

I 
added that under such conditions the 
Italian delegation felt it could not 
continue to participate in the confer- 
ence with any benefit for others or 
dignity for Italy, but said I would 
communicate with the allied powers 
with which Italy was bound by special 
agreements. 
President Regretted Breach. 


“President Wilson showed great re- 
gret for such a hypothesis, adding 
that he would do eyerything possible 
to prevent it. He said he thought it 
opportune and useful that Great Bri- 
tain and France should undertake to 
find a means of conciliation while he 
would haye the question re-examined 
by his experts to see if further con- 
cessions could be made to Italian as- 
pirations. The Italian delegation did 
not maintain an obstinate attitude, 
but co-operated during the following 
days in efforts to find a way to con- 
cililation, I was anxious not to delay 
peace and to avoid compromising the 
union of the allied powers, even by a 
mere appearance of disagreement. I 
was continuing patiently to seek a 
means of conciliation and was discus- 
sing the subject with the British pre- 
mier when the presidential message 
appeared. 

Exposed Dissension.

“Italy did not measure her sacri- 
fices by the letter of her treaty with 
the allied powers and did not ask for 
help when she had to withstand the 
shock of the Austrian army, as she 
might haye done under the treaty. 
Therein she only did her duty as the 
allies have done, but that fact trans- 
formed friendship into blood-fellow- 
ship, and it was In that sense that 
Italy appealed to the allied peoples 
and governments. 

An Appeal of Blood. 

“The question of Fiume was not 
first brought forward by Italy, but by 
a thrilling act of spontaneous will 
which began with the declaration of 
Fiume'’s representative in the Hun- 
garian parliament and which was 
subsequently confirmed when Fiume 
proclaimed herself en Italian town. 
Can our great nation remain inert 
and unmoved by the vehement and 
despairing appeal of this people 
whose blood is of our blood? No! 

“Italy does not need to put forward 
a formal thesis in support of her de- 
mands, feeling sure that violence will 
not be done to the will of this Italian 
town.” 

Loyal to the Allies. 

Premier Orlando reiterated that the 
Treaty of London did not prevent the 
allies from considering the Fiume 
question from the Italian view and 
that, moreover, the allies had admit- 
ted they were in nowise bound regard- 
ing Fiume, since they considered 
themselves capable of agreeing to the 
freedom of the city. 

“It is our desire and firm resolve,” 
he said, “that the alliance shall not 
be broken up We wish to remain 
loyal to it for the sake of the solemn 
pledge which binds our word of hon- 
or, but still more for the holiness of 
blood shed in a common cause.” 

After paying tribute to all the allied 
soldiers, the premier continued: “The 
allies of yesterday must be the allies 
of today, and all their peoples, who 
sacrificed themselves for the victory 
of an ideal, must remain at the helm 
together in the tie of loyal friend- 


ship. 
Conciliatory Spirit. 

“Obeying the supreme command of 
the Italian government and realizing 
the solemnity of the hour, I affirm be- 
fore this parliament that Italy is ani- 
mated by all with a spirit of concilia- 
tion which is compatible with the un- 
avoidable exigencies of naticnal con- 
science and dignity. With the same 
sincerity I say that I cannot deter- 
mine in this difficult moment in what 
forms or by what means we can reach 
that object because in the last sol- 
emn conversation that occurred on 
April 24 there arose a difference, not 
only regarding our point of view, but 
also between that of our allies and 
our associated power. Therefore, in 
the present state of affairs, Italy is 
not facing a solution in which the al- 
led and associated governments 
agree with an insurmountable meas- 
ure of agreement. Nor is there a pro- 
posal of compromise upon which all 
are agreed, but, instead, she is facing 
a difference of opinion which virtu- 
ally denies the actual possibility that 
special territorial conditions sreserved 
to Italy can be continued in the peace 
treaty accepted by all the allied and 
associated powers. 

National Consciousness, 

“The members of the government 
and of the Italian delegation, there- 
fore, await your verdict with serene 
hearts. With serene hearts the peo- 
ple also await events. They who kept 
their faith unshakable, their nerves 
firm and sound, their soul firm and 
their spirits high, even when the ap- 
palling misfortune of war fell upon 
them, why should they feel or act dif- 
ferently now, when facing difficulties, 
which, while certainly hard, are

Paris, April 30—A statement was 
issued last night dealing with the 
memorandum sent by President W:l- 
son to the Italian gelegation on April 
24th, with permission to make it pub- 
lic in Italy, and which was given out 
today in Rome. 

A complete copy of the president's 
statement, under the heading “Mem- 
orandum concerning the question of 
Italian claims on the Adriatic," fol- 
lows:— 

“There is no question to which I 
have given more caretul or anxions 
thought than I have given to this, be- 
cause {n common with all my col- 
leagues it is my earnest desire to see 
the utmost justice done to Italy. 

Stands by Fourteen Points. 

“Throughout my consideration of 
jit, however, I have felt that there was 
one matter in which I had no choices 
jand could wish to have none, I felt 
bound to square every conoe'usion that 
I should reach as accurately as pos- 
| Sible with the 14 points uf peace 
| which I set forth in my address to the 
congress of the United States on the 
}eighth day of January, 1918, and in 
| subsequent addresses, 

“These 14 points and the prin¢iples 
laid down in the subsequent addresses 
were formally adopted with only a 
single reservation by the. powers as- 
sociated against Germany, and will 
Constitute the basis of peace with 
Germany I do not fee! at liberty to 
suggest one basis for peace with Ger- 
many and another for’ peace with 
Austria. 

Repudlates Treaty of London. 

“Personally I. am quite willing that 
Italy should be accorded along the 
whole front of her northern frontier 
and wherever she comes into contact 
with Austrian territory all that was 
accorded her in the so-called pact of 
London; but I am of the clear opinion 
that the pact of London can tio longer 
apply to the settlement of her east- 
ern boundaries. 

“The line drawn in the pact of Lon- 
don was conceived for the purpose of 
establishing an absolutely adequate 
frontier of safety for Italy against any 
possible hostility or aggression on the 
part of Austria. But Austria-Hun- 
gary no longer. exists, The eastern 
frontier will touch countries stripped

“Within this line on the Italian side 
will lie considerable bodies of non- 
Italian population, but thelr fortunes 
are 80 naturally linked by the nature 
of the country itself with the rest of 
the Italian people that I think their 
inclusion is fully justified. 

“There would be no justification in 
my judgment to including Fiume, or 
any part of the coast line to the south 
of Flume, within the boundaries of 
the Italian kingdom. Fiume is by 
situation and by ali the circumstances 
of its development, not Italian, but a 
port serving the countries to the east 
of the Gulf of Miume., 

“Just because it js an international 
port, and cannot with justice be sub- 
ordinated to any one sovereignty, it 
is my clear judgment that it should 
enjoy a very considerable degree of 
genuine autonomy, and while it 
}should be included no doubt within 
the customs system of the new Jugo- 
Slavic state, it should nevertheless be 
|left free in its own interest and in the 
jinterest of the states lying about it, 
; to devote itself to the service of the 
commerce which naturally and inevit- 
ably seeks an outlet or inlet at its 
port. 


The New States, 

“The states which it serves will ‘be 
new states. They will have complete 
confidence in their access to an outlet 
to the sea. ‘The friendship and the 
| civilization of the future will largely 
depend upon such an arrangement as 
I have suggested, and friendship, co- 
operation and freedom of action must 
underlie every arrangement of peace 
if peace is to be lasting. 

Concedes Lissa to Italy. 

“I believe there will be common 
agreement that the Island of Lissa 
should be ceded to Italy and that she 
should retain the port of Volona. 1 
believe that it will be generally agreed 
that the fortifications which the Aus- 
trian government established on the 


islands near the eastern coast of the 
Adriatic should be permanently dis- 
pensed with under international guar- 


antee and that the disarmament 
which is to be arranged under the 
~lleague of nations should limit the 


states on the eastern coast of the Ad- 
riatic to only such minor naval forces 
as are necessary for policing the wat- 
ers of the islands and the coast. These 
are conclusions which I am forced to 
by compulsion of the understandings 
which underlie the whole initiation of 
the present peace. 

“No other conclusions seem to be 
acceptable to being rendered concise 
with these understandings. These 
were understandings accomplished by 
the whole world, and bear with pe- 
cullar compulsion upon the United 
States because the privileges was ac- 
corded her of taking the initiative of 
bringing about the negotiations for 
peace, and her plans underlie the 
whole business.

CENSOR QUITS, BUT 
ORDERS.IN-COUNCIL 
STILL IN FORCE 


Ottawa, April 30—Press censorship 
under the direction of the press cen- 
sor ceases today. The provisions of 
the War Measures act and the orders- 
in-council and regulations made 
thereunder will still remain in effect, 
but responelbility for seeing that they 
are complied with will rest upon pub- 
lishers, importers, distributors and 
persons having objectionable matter 
in their possession. All publications 
which have been placed under the 
censorship ban will continue to be 
forbidden circulation in Canada, 

The order-in-council respecting un- 
lawful associations was repealed some 
weeks ago. The order-in-council re- 
specting objectionable literature was 
amended at the same time. Newspap- 
papers printed in the enemy lan- 
guages, namely, German, Hungarian, 
Bulgarian and Turkish, are, however, 
still prohibited from publication or 
circulation In Canada,
